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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In addition to 
the remarks of record, the Office reiterates Cesarczyk et al. (USP 6,150,178) fails to 
teach or anticipate the additional claimed fluid chamber that is adjacent to the housing. 
The addition of the fluid chamber obviates potential obvious type of double patenting 
issues because the addition of this element would not have been obvious. The 7/16/04 
1.132 Declaration further distinguishes over Cesarczyk et al. (USP 6,150,178) by 
disqualifying this reference as prior art under 35 USC 102(e). 

The reasons for the allowance of claims 22-25 and 30 have been articulated in 
the 4/14/04 final rejection. Additionally, these claims are not subject to any obviousness 
type double patenting issues over Cesarczyk et al. (USP 6,150,178) for the same 
reasons the claims define over Cesarczyk et al. (USP 6,150,178) under 35 USC 102(e).
